Canea, April 5 —The actual wor£ of

The for­ 
eign troops then cordoned the village 
and the Austrian colonel, who was in 
command, ordered that search for arms 
should begin, when Edhem Pasha ar­ 
rived. Then the cordon closed round 
the Bashi Bazouks, who yielded quiet­ 
ly. 
Late in the evening the European 
troops still guarded the gates of the 
town. The Arab quarter also was sur­ 
rounded by European pickets. A proc­ 
lamation has been issued announcing 
that all who refuse to yield up their 
arms will be shot. 
In response to 
this only IOO have as yet surrendered 
their arms.

SIZE WINTER 
WHEAT CROP. 


Percentages of Various States Carefully 
Estimated. 
Chicago, April 5.—The Tribune two 
weeks ago gave a summary of condi­ 
tions in six 
leading 
winter 
wheat 
states compiled from 
dispatches re­ 
ceived from correspondents all 
over 
those states. 
The reports then pre­ 
sented showed a promising condition 
in 
the west, but serious damage 
throughout Illinois. 
No report 
was 
compiled last week for the reason that 
the position of the crop did not change 
sufficiently in a week to allow any im­ 
portant comparisons. 
With the weather so favorable as it 
has been in the last two weeks, how­ 
ever, the entire winter wheat crop is 
now in sufficiently advanced state to 
allow intelligent opinions to be ex­ 
pressed as to the outlook and prospects 
of yield. Commission houses have re­ 
ceived plenty of crop damage reports, 
but in a general way the tone of reports 
received during the last two weeks has 
been anything but sensational in refer­ 
ence to damage. 
The Daily Trade Bulletin, from its 
reports, makes percentages in the va­ 
rious winter wheat states as compared 
with a full average crop as follows:

St. Paul, Minn., April 5.—The upper 
Mississippi continued to boom Sunday, 
the gauge at 3 o’clock showing eight­ 
een feet above low-water mark. 
It 
has been raining constantly for twelve 
hours. 
Dispatches from Aitkin, Sauk 
Rapids, St. Cloud and Little Falls in­ 
dicate that the river is still rising rap­ 
idly and that all records are likely to 
be broken here in the next forty-eight 
hours. 
The levee at

street 
broke at 3 o’clock Sunday afternoon, 
sending the waters all over that part 
of the city. 
The relief societies were busy 
all 
day extending succor to the 
suffer­ 
ing. 
The number of people who have been 
forced to leave their homes is about 
1,200. The water east of State street is 
so deep that several houses have float­ 
ed from their foundations. Logs to the 
value of about $60,000 floated down the 
river Sunday.

Washington, April 5.—The bank­ 
ruptcy bill will be given first place in 
the senate programme this week, but 
it will give way to the appropriation 
bills after Tuesday, if the committee 
on appropriations reports them, as is 
expected, and urges consideration.

RUSSIAN PAPER SCOLDS. 


Greek 
Deplores the Obstinacy of 
the 
People and Government. 
St. Petersburg, April 5.—The Jour 
nal de St. 
Petersburg 
(semi-official) 
says: 
“The aggressive and provocative at­ 
titude that Greece maintains with such 
deplorable obstinacy compels the pow­ 
ers to blockade the gulf 
of Athens, 
Greece, by keeping Col. 
Vassos 
in 
Crete, is exposing the Cretans to all 
the disadvantages of a blockade there. 
She 
frustrates 
the 
restoration 
of 
peace; she prevents the powers from 
learning the real wishes of the inhab­ 
itants of Crete, which can only be as 
certained by the powers after the re­ 
moval of the influence of an interest­ 
ed pressure. 
“Col. Vassos has practically declared 
war against the powers. 
Moreover, 
certain extravagant and habitual fo­ 
menters of disorder hysterically advo 
cate a declaration of war by Greece 
against Turkey on April 6, or on the 
date when a blockade of Greece com 
mences. 
“We refuse to believe that any such 
extraordinary act of folly will be com­ 
mitted, but in the event of it happen­ 
ing Greece will certainly have to en 
dure the most serious consequences. If 
Greece wishes war at any price, she 
can count on the support of no one 
whatever the result may be of a con 
flict so wantonly provoked. The pow 
ers will never consent to the aggres­ 
sors deriving the slightest advantage 
from victory in such a struggle.” 


DEMAND EIGHTHOURS A DAY. 


Five Thousand Union Men of Cleveland 
Insist on Their Principles. 
Cleveland, O., April 5.—Five thou­ 
sand union workmen connected with 
the building trades have made a de­ 
mand for an eight-hour day, coupled 
with a demand that only men having 
union cards shall hereafter 
be 
em­ 
ployed. 
The business agent of 
the 
Building Trades Council says he does 
not anticipate much opposition on the 
part of the contractors to granting the 
shorter workday, but it 
is expected 
that objection will be raised to grant­ 
ing the demand with respect 
to the 
non-employment of men not members 
of the unions. 
The painters of the city will also 
demand eight hours as a day’s work, 
and ask for an increase in wages from 
22i£ to 30 cents an hour. The master 
painters have offered to compromise on 
25 cents an hour, but the painters re­ 
fuse to accept that, saying they will 
strike if they do not get the advance 
asked for.

Minn., Completely 
from the World. 
Ortonville, Minn., April 5.—Sunday 
was the fourth day that Ortonville has 
been completely cut off from communi­ 
cation with the outside world in every 
direction. 
A train cannot go twenty 
miles from this city in any direction. 
Lac Qui Parle lake, Minnesota river, 
Big Stone lake and 
Lake 
Traverse 
form one lake IOO miles in length. 
Bridges are gone in many places, and 
boats are in demand in the vicinity of 
the depot and the railroad yardu. Rain 
has been falling steadily for a week, 
making the country roads impassable 
and keeping farmers off their fields. 
At Anoka every record since that of 
1849 has been broken by the Mississ­ 
ippi here. 
Fireman’s grove is filled 
with water and the Rum river dam 
is expected to go out. Millions of logs 
have been floating down the river all 
day. North of this point acres of farm 
land are under from two to six feet of 
water, and there are grave doubts as 
to whether or not it can be seeded this 
spring. 
Rivermen say that there will 
be a further rise here of at least six 
feet. 


Fears for Wool Schedule. 
Washington, April 5.—Congressman 
Grosvenor of Ohio is much concerned 
lest the senate break down the wool 
schedule of the Dingley bill. He has 
issued an appeal to those who believe 
in the McKinley and Dingley rates to 
bring influence to bear upon the sen­ 
ate for their retention. He particu­ 
larly asks the wool men not to come 
to Washington demanding still higher 
rates, for in his opinion that would do 
much more harm than good. 


Bill Against Ticket Scalpers. 
Washington, April 5.—Senator Cul 
lorn will reintroduce in

the bill to prohibit the scalping of 
railway tickets, which failed of con­ 
sideration by the senate at the last 
session. 


Iron and Steel Workers Ready to 
mand Increased Wages.

and factories made reductions in wages, 
which were not accepted by the men, 
and now it is expected the United Labor 
League, the Amalgamated Association, 
Iron and Steel Workrs, Patternmakers 
Iron Molders Union and several other 
organizations, will be drawn into the 
labor troubles, which will start at Oliver 
Bros. mill. The puddlers have refused 
to work at the reduction, and the man­ 
agers will attempt to start the mill with 
whatever men apply. It is feared trou­ 
ble will follow.

All ef­ 
forts to check the flames have proven 
futile, and unless a heavy rain sets in 
many thousands of acres of valuable 
timber land will go up in smoke. The

AUTHORITIES DENY A STORY. 


Spanish Premier Says Weyler’s Troops 
Will Not Leave Cuba. 
Madrid, April 5.—Premier Canovas 
says it is untrue Weyler’s troops are to 
quit Cuba on April lo, or that peace on 
the island would be then attained, al­ 
though he is satisfied with the prog­ 
ress of the war. 
With respect to re­ 
ported negotiations for peace he has 
only received a letter from a brother 
of Sanguilly, but would not answer 
it. 
As regarded the introduction of 
the reforms he was now expecting a 
reply to the communication he sent 
Gen. Weyler, consulting him on its ad­ 
visability, but he was very much sur­ 
prised to learn of the statements at­ 
tributed to De Lome. 


In Force October I. 
Des Moines, Iowa, April 5.—Attor­ 
ney-General Remley has prepared an 
opinion that the extra session of the 
twenty-sixth general assembly, by leg­ 
islative act, may fix the time of the 
taking effect of the laws enacted there­ 
at, and the laws do not necessarily 
go into effect ninety days after the fin­ 
al adjournment of the session. 
The 
bill prepared by the joint committee 
on publication of the new code pro­ 
vides that the new laws shall go into 
effect October I, and that the code shall 
be published by the state; that 
the

work of printing and binding it, and 
that the state get out its own annota­ 
tions. 


No Embassy for Turkey. 
Washington, April 5.—The state de­ 
partment has received notice from the 
Turkish government that it finds it in­ 
convenient to raise the grade of its mis­ 
sion in Washington to that of an em­ 
bassy on account of the increased ex­ 
pense which would thereby be in­ 
curred. This decision of the Turkish 
government will prevent the president, 
under the existing law, from nominat­ 
ing ex-Secretary John W. Foster as 
ambassador to Constantinople, as it is 
understood was his desire.

Peru Releases American Sailor. 
Lima, Peru, April 5.—Ramsay, the 
American sailor who was arrested in

Rev. V. E. Southworth talked of 
the saloon business yesterday and 
gave his reason for thinking that 
"All True Men Mast 
Oppose the 
Saloon.” 
He said in part: 
"Shall the legalized sale of intoxi­ 
cating drinks be prohibited in Janes­ 
ville? 
Shall it be made a crime for 
men to Bell the stuff that degrades 
the moral character of so many of 
our people? 
"Or shall we give our indorsement 
and personal support to the saloon? 
Shall we say that for our 
part we 
prefer to have the weak minded and 
careless young men of on. city led on 
by the e evil influences into hopeless 
slavery to drink? 
Shall we go into 
silent partnership with the self-aban­ 
doned men who for the sake of the 
money there is in it are willing to 
poison the blood and 
weaken the 
nerve of their victims? 
“This is the question which we men 
are asked to decide next Tuesday. We 
are to determine whether for the next 
year the saloon shall be a respectable, 
law-protected establishment, or a dis­ 
reputable and criminal institution. We 
are to honor the liquor traffic with our 
personal efforts, or we are to pro­ 
nounce ourselves opposed to its dam­ 
nable business? 
I* th e City’* Greatest Evil. 
“ Now I want you to know where I 
stand on this question. 
"I hold that the greatest evil in the 
city of Janesville is the law-protected, 
wide-open saloon.

A ballot clerk may inform 
the voter as to the proper m anner of 
m arking a ballot, but he must not ad­ 
vise 
or indicate 
in 
any 
m anner 
whom to vote 
for. 
The 
voter 
must make a cross X after the name 
of each person for a certain offioe, 
whose name is not on the ballot, he 


m ust w rite his name in the blank 
Bpaoe under the printed name of the 
candidate for the office. The 
ballot 
should not be m arked in any other 
manner. 
If the ballot be spoiled, it 
must be returned to the ballot clerk, 
who must issue another in its stead, 
bnt not more than three in all to 
any one voter. 
Five minutes time is 
allowed in booth to m ark ballot. Un­ 
official ballots or 
memorandum to 
assist the voter in m arking his ballot, 
can be taken into the booth and may 
be used to copy from. 
The ballot 
must not be shown so th a t any per­ 
son can see how it has been marked 
by the voter.

So I 
counsel you not to attempt to advertise 
yourself, and succeed only in advertis­ 
ing your immaturity. 
There are two distinct sorts of repu­ 
tation for the writer. 
One 
is 
that 
which puts his name before the public 
and makes him the rage for an hour or 
a day. This is secured oftener by acci­ 
dent than any other manner, by some 
piece of work which has touched the 
public fancy for a moment, or that has 
attracted the attention of a critic or re­ 
viewer who has the power to make 
others accept his verdict. This is the 
sort that Mr. Anthony Hope and Mr. 
Stanley Weyman are enjoying just 
now, and which gives their pens the 
power to coin words into gold with 
startling rapidity. 
The other sort is 
gained in the editorial offices, by send­ 
ing with some frequency work that is 
steadily good and occasionally excel­ 
lent. Editors soon awaken to the fact 
that they have a writer who can be de­ 
pended on to furnish something worth 
looking at, at the least, and his manu­ 
scripts will never go back without care­ 
ful examination; a goodly share of them 
will be accepted—subject always to the 
condition that a single publication will 
not use too much of the work of any 
one writer—and those which go back 
will be sent with sincere regret.

C oarse o f 
a M issionary’s 
L etter 
P itcairn to T ah iti. 
In the possession of one of the mis­ 
sionary party, just arrived from the 
south seas on the adventist vessel Pit­ 
cairn, is a letter which has an interest­ 
ing and unique history, says the San 
Francisco Call. It traveled about 25,000 
miles, while the distance between the 
mailing point and its destination is but 
1,200 miles, and it went the most direct 
route possible and did not miscarry at 
any stage of its journey. The travels 
of a letter sent from Pitcairn island 
to Tahiti show, as nothing else can, 
the complete isolation of the little Pa­ 
cific paradise founded by John Adams. 
Tahiti is only about six days’ sail from 
Pitcairn, and is the source whence love­ 
sick Pitcairners take their wives. But 
letter-writing, although it forms an im­ 
portant part of the courtship, is gen­ 
erally confined to one letter, as when 
the answer is received it is generally 
the arrival of the bride. 
Except a 
small vessel or a man-of-war consents 
to carry letters between the two points, 
which opportunity rarely occurs the 
only remaining hope is from a passing 
ship, bound from San Francisco or 
Portland to Europe. A gentleman now 
residing in Oakland was once deputed 
to carry the Pitcairn mail for Tahiti, 
and he told the story of how it was 
done: 
We left San Francisco in the ship 
City of Hankow, and were off Pitcairn 
island on Christmas day. Only about 
one ship makes the island, and as we 
should lose no ground by waiting a few 
hours we hove to and signaled to 
Adams point. 
Then the two boats 
Queen Victoria and Admiral Drew came 
off with two loads of vegetables. Gov. 
McCoy also came off and asked us to 
carry some letters to Tahiti. We rather 
smiled at first, but when he produced 
seven letters and told us that there 
was no other way to send them we 
consented, and after paying for our 
fruit and vegetables we started on our 
trip. Those letters were the cause of a 
good deal of inconvenience. When the 
captain landed at England he took the 
letters ashore and went to the post­ 
master. Then he was informed that he 
must make an affidavit and must apply 
to the postmaster general for 14 cents, 
the tariff for carrying letters from 
countries not in the postal union. 
Eventually the letters were landed 
in 
the 
Falmouth 
postoffice, after 
we had carried them about 13,000 
miles. 
From Falmouth they went to 
Southampton, and were sent in the 
usual course of events to New York, an­ 
other 3,000 miles. 
Then they crossed 
to San Francisco and were put on 
board one of the Australian steamers 
and put off at the nearest point to Ta­ 
hiti, their destination. The remainder 
covered with a small 
boat. In all the letters traveled a dis­ 
tance of over 25,000 miles and occupied 
four months and a half en route.”

and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other 
can be used. 
Upon receiving his ballot, voter must retire, alone, to a booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting. 
A ballot clerk may 
inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 
The voter if 
he wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party, should make a cross mark, X, under the party designation printed at the top of 
the ballot in the square made for that purpose. 
A ballot so marked and having no other mark, will be counted for all of the candidates of that 
party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the candidates of the party have been erased and will be coanted for all names written 
in lieu of one erased, or pasted over a printed name. 
If the voter wishes to vote for some of the candidates of different political parties he should 
make a cross mark, X, after the name of each candidate he does desire to vote for. 
If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office, whose name 
is not on the ballot, he must write the name in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the office. 
The ballot should not be 
marked in any other manner. 
If the ballot be spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than 
three in all to any one voter. 
Five minutes1 time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in mark­ 
ing his ballot can be taken into the booth and may be used to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has 
been marked by the voter. 
After it is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed endorsements and signa­ 
tures of i he ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. 
Then the voter should pass out of the booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of 
the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting place. 
A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he 
is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of one or two election officers in 
marking the same, to be chosen by the voter. 
The presiding officer may administer an oath, in his discretion, as to such person’s disability.
